newspaper publicity, he looks In some 
other quarter for a location. 


The right kind of local newspaper 


Is constantly advocating measures and 
doing things for the advancement of 
the town, not the least of which Is ad- 
vertising Its advantages to the outside 
world. This furnishes another reason 
why the home newspaper Is deserving 
of good advertising patronage, purely 
as a business proposition. 


Another consideration, and It Is an 


Important one, Is that practically every 
dollar paid out by the merchant for 
advertising In his home paper circu- 
lates In homo channels and eventually 
comes back to the advertiser, as the 
liolp employed In a newspaper office is 
Its greatest Item of expense. In a well 
established newspaper the subscrip- 
tions, foreign advertising and other 
outside receipts usually take care of 
the white paper bills arid such other 
expenses as require money to be sent 
away from home.

ler advertising Is found In the fact 
.hat, as a. rule, the best advertisers 
ire the most successful business men 
nnd tho towns which ore noted for 
liberal local advertising are the grow- 
ing and most prosperous communities 
of the State.—Northfleld (Vt.)

DUPLICATING APPARATUS. 


Copies of Waybill*, Ktc. Made in a 


llauily Manner. 


The 
modern, 
up-to-date business 


man always has his bills made out In 
duplicate, ami sometimes iu triplicate, 


back, one sldo piece being longer than 
the other to serve as a handle for 
lifting the carbon paper. The affixing 
of the carbon sheets to the holder 
can be done by folding the ends of the 
carbon paper back In the form of a 
loop which slips over the rod. 
In 


ualng the apparatua the pad of dupll- 
ate sheets on which the carbon du- 
plicate of the waybill or other ,writ- 
ng Is to be made is placed on the bot- 
tom of the case, the carbon holder 
then arranged so that the sheet of car- 
bon will rest on top of the pad. 
The 


bill or writing of which a duplicate 
Is to be made Is placed on top of the 
carbon sheet and the face of the bill 
la then filled out in the usual way; 
simultaneously with filling out a car- 
bon duplicate of the writing is made 
on the uppermost aheet of the pad. By 
then lifting the carbou holder on Ita 
hinge the uppermost sheet of the pad 
can be removed and the device rear- 
ranged for further work. As the pad 
diminishes in use the binges gradually 
work down ID their socket, so as to 
maintain the carbon and sheet In the 
proper position until the last aheet la 
the pad has been used, after which a 
fresh pad of duplicate sheets Is placed 
in position. There U no handling of j 


the carbon by the fingers after It has 
been affixed on the holder. Further- 
more, the sheets of paper on which 
the original and duplicates of waybills 
are written are frequently printed in 
form of blanks. When of this form 
the apparatus Insures that the original 
sheet when placed in the case is prop- 
erly positioned with respect to the pad 
underlying the carbon sheet.

himself, or else the consignment is 
sold on commission basis, and beyond 
delivery the grower has no further 
active interest In his fruit. 


Usually there are from 100 to 120 


boxes hauled on each wagon. As they 
arrive they are placed on the scales, 
which are. placed as near the re- 
ceiving door as Is convenient, and 
weighed, loose boxes averaging from 
40 to 45 pounds to the box. They are 
then trucked back into the packing 
house and stacked in tiers about six 
boxes high, and each grower's fruit is 
marked with a tag or lot number show- 
ing grower's name, date, the number 
of pounds and boxes received. 


The fruit is generally allowed to re- 


main in the packing house for two or 
three days before-It Is packed. When 
It Is sufficiently cured It is trucked up 
and dumped Into a -hopper or feed box, 
from which It Is carried into the 
brushers, an automatic feeder controll- 
ing the supply as the fruit rolls down 
the gentle Incline by force of gravity. 
The brushes are about lour feet long 
and are made of three cylinders placed 
side by side, faced with hair bristles 
two or three Inches in length. 
The 


cylinders rotating in opposite direc- 
tions from a runway through which 
the oranges pass, Mid as they pass 
through they are thoroughly cleansed 
of dust, and dirt. 


Through the bwishes, the oranges 


then run down a short Incline *o an 
elevator which carries them up to the 
sorting table. 
This sorting table is 


also built on an incline and is usually 
from eight k> ten feet long and about 
four feet wide at the uppor end, taper- 
ing to a width of two feet at tho lower 
end, with a division board running 
lengthwise through the center. Here 
the oranges are sorted over and care- 
fully graded !by hand, according to 
their standard >of excellence, from one 
to four men toeing employed in this 
operation. 
The perfect oranges are 


placed on 'one .'side of the division 
board and :tho second grade on the 
other, the culls being thrown out and 
disposed of In various ways. 


From tbeflortl^Jg table the fruit runs 


into thB grader, oV, more properly, the 
steer, of which, by the way, there are 
many kinfls, the one in most general 
nee, however, being what Is commonly 
called ithe rope;and roller grader. This 
slzer varies In length from twelve to 
thlrty-'six feet, the center 
division

grader. 
These rollers rotate away

These rollers are placed 
just close enough together at the end 
atla'ched to the sorting table to per- 
mit (oranges which will pack 288 in a 
box, or smaller, to drop between the 
rollerB and tthe rcenter board, and the 
larger oranges pass along until they 
reach a space 'Wide enough to permit 
them to paBo through. There arc eight 
of these spaoeg on each side, tho first 
allowing the 2»8 and smaller sizes to 
paws through, the next tho 250s, then

and larger, these .last sizes going over 
the end after they pass over tho entire 
length of the runway.

wiich, who is destined to rule over Free Russia—a limited monarchy. 


Russia at last IH free. Nicholas, Emperor of Russia, has signed the death 


warrant of the Romanoffs. He gave the empire Its tMl liberty in the hope 
of bringing to an end the revolution spreading through nil his provinces. He 
has proclaimed freedom of the ballot for all. He promised that the new 
Parliament should be supreme In Its legislative capacity nnd that the govern- 
ment would not Interfere either with It or with the elections. 
He declared 


roliglous liberty throughout Russia, absolute freedom of the press, the right 
of meeting and the protection of the courts to the humblest person within 
hlr domain. The newspapers may sny what they will, cither of the Emperor 
or those who make up his council. No order of the government shall go Into 
offect abridging the liberty of the people, except with the concurrence of the 
Parliament that is to bo created. The act of Nicholas may save his own 
life and continue his term as a sovereign, but in St. Petersburg It Is recog- 
nized to be a Confession by the Czar and the members of his bureaucracy 
that despotism In the empire Is at an end. Hereafter the people are to rule.

$25,000 at the time for the release of 
:ils son, and Crowe, lifter the division 
ol' the money with his confederate in 
crime, disappeared.

aggregate $100,000 was offered for hla 
capture, and notwithstanding that at 
Intervals Crowe would show himself In 
some large center of population, the 
police were utterly unnble to capture 
lilui until he was taken lit Butte. 


Immediately after his arrest Crowe 


told a highly sensational story relative 
to the kidnaping. He says he was a

butcher in South Omaha 


when Edward A. Cudahy built a pack- 
,ng house there and (>rove him out of 
business. 
He then entered Cudaiiy's 


employ and became acquainted with 
the family. It was young Cudahy him- 
self, Crowe asserts, who suggested the 
kidnaping in order that they might 
"work the old man" for some money.

Fertilizing the Garden. 


There is no better way to fertilize 


the garden than to haul fresh manure 
from the stables and spread over the 
surface during the winter. Contrary 
to the common belief, there is never a 
time when manure Is so rich in plant- 
food as the day It Is made, and the 
sooner after that it can be got to the 
place where It is to be used, the more 
value It will add to the soil. It is al-1 
most impossible to put too much ma-! 
nure on ft garden. We would not hesl- i 
tate to put it a foot thick on the sur- { 
face, for It will leach only so much 
more plant-food into the soil, and by 
plowing time next spring will be set- 
tled down until it can easily be plowed 
under to furnish humus for the better- 
ment of the physical condition of the 
soil. Wood ashes makes an excellent 
fertilizer for the garden, but it should 
be • saved and applied on top oi' tho 
soil after It is plowed In the spring, as 
potash is one of the plant-foods that 
may be washed too deeply into th»

Assigning any home work for any 
pupil under fifteen years of age. If 
parents, however, think it advisable 
for the pupil to study some at home, 
if under that age, they themselves 
can require tbe child to do so. 
Usu- 


ally children need 
u>uch encourage- 


ment from tbe parents at borne if 
they are to take the interest iu their 
studies that they must if they are as 
successful as they may be.

Those Defective Country Schools. 
T would seem that a large number of city pro- 
fessors are spending time needlessly in devis- 
ing means to elevate the country or district 
schools. 
Not that the district schools do not 


need Improvement, but when repeated experi- 
ences come to light In every day life where 
some green country boy has come into the city 


nnd made a product of the city schools look like a handful 
of small change, it would seem that the country schools are 
not: wholly void of good results. 


"Beware of the man of one book," is an old adage and 


herein is a thought that instructors often overlook in try- 
Ing to cram the thought and culture of forty centuries Into 
a 1-1-year-old student. 
Indeed, one of the strongest objec- 


tions to the highly developed school systems of to-day Is 
the endeavor to learn everything instead of learning a few 
fundamental things well. Two many studies, just as too 
much reading, dissipate the mind, and prevent the develop- 
ment of the reasoning faculties. The ability to reason cor- 
rccily is of far more consequence to the high school grad- 
uate than to know what kind of fossils may be found in 
Egypt or what Alexander said after he had whipped every- 
body In sight. 


Of course It may-be said that the country boy comes to 


the city to complete his education, but his habits of rea- 
soning, of studying one thing well until he has mastered it, 


has become so established with him that he succeed* better 
than the oity boy who has all along been distracted with M 
many studies that they are an undigested mass of factt 
which no mind of tender age could be expected to assim- 
ilate. Of course there are a number of things that the city 
teacher can do and is doing to establish more harmonious 
relations between the district and the city schools, but 
there Is no occasion for anyone to lay awake nights trying 
to save the country school pupil from oblivion- 
What 


should give them more concern is to assist the country 
school as not to crush the life out of it by loading on • 
lot of worthless stuff that most boys of ordinary intelli- 
gence pick up without effort, and other studies that should 
be taken nj? In maturer years.—Toledo Blade. 


Save Old Ironsides. 


ENTIMENT or the scrap heap? Which shall 
jit be? Has the American public forgotten "Old 
[ironsides?" 
Or does the public grudge the 


money for "mere sentiment?" These are the 
questions presented by the news that the his- 
toric ship Constitution, now lying in Boston 
harbor, must be repaired or broken up for old 


lumber. 
It is almost a hundred years since the Constitu- 


tion, the pioneer of the frigate class, with her flfty-flv* 
24-pounder guns, and her crew of 463 men and boys, sailed 
without orders from the harbor where she now lies to en- 
gage the redoubtable British Guerrierre. Perhaps 'no- one 
remembers the 19th of August, 1812, when the "terror of 
the world" was reduced in forty minutes to a helpless 
mastless hulk, rolling In the trough of the sea, and the 
pride of Britain was humbled. 


It would take about $250,000 to restore the old Consti- 


tution. For that sum she could be fitted with masts, saiJa 
and guns and made entirely seaworthy. In this shape she 
would serve as a naval museum, and a permanent memo- 
rial to her own valiant services, and of the brilliant chap- 
ter in American history in which she was so conspicuous 
a figure. And that is what ought to be done.

sels which are no longer worth repairing. There is no 
official "sentiment" account.

DUPLICATING APPARATUS. 


Copies of Waybills, Ktc. Made in a 


Huiuly Munner. 


The 
modern, 
up-to-date business 


mail always has his bills made out In 
duplicate, aiid sometimes lu triplicate, 


but generally the former is deemed 
sufficient. 
In this way a perfect rec- 


ord is made of the original bill, and 
In case of mistake, when It is neces- 
sary to refer to the bills, the record 
is readily procured. A handy duplicat- 
ing apparatus has been patented by 
an Oregon Inventor, by which dupli- 
cate copies of bills, waybills, etc., can 
be made without the hand coming in 
contact with the carbon paper. 
The 


frame Is made with a side and back 
of the same size as the bills to be 
used. 
In the back of the frame are 


vertical slots which hold a pair of slid- 
ing hinges. 
Connected 
with 
the 


hinges is a wire frame to which the 
carbon sheet Is attached, the frame 
arranged parallel to the sides and

back, one side piece being longer than 
the other to serve as a handle for 
lifting the carbon paper. The affixing 
of the carbon sheets to the holder 
can be done by folding the ends of the 
carbon paper back in the form of a 
loop which slips over the rod. 
In 


using the apparatus the pad of dupli- 
cate sheets on which the carbon du- 
plicate of the waybill or other writ- 
Ing Is to be made is placed on the bot- 
tom of the case, the carbon holder 
then arranged so that the sheet of car- 
bon will rest on top of the pad. 
The 


bill or writing of which a duplicate 
Is to be made Is placed on top of the 
carbon sheet and the face of the bill 
Is then filled out in the usual way; 
simultaneously with filling out a oar- 
Don duplicate of tho writing Is made 
on the uppermost sheet of the pad. By 
then lifting the carbon holder on its 
hluge the uppermost sheet of the pad 
can be removed and the device rear- 
ranged for further work. As the pad 
diminishes In use the hinges gradually 
work down in their socket, so as to 
maintain the carbon and sheet In the 
proper position until the last sheet In 
the pad has been used, after which a 
fresh pad of duplicate sheets ia placed 
In position. There Is DO handling of 


the carbon by the fingers after it has 
been affixed on the holder.

SCENE AT WHITE HOUSE IS 


BRILLIANT 


President and Mrs. Roosevelt Receive 


AM People of the World, of 


All Stations and Na- 


tionalities. 


Washington., Jan. 1. — New Year's 


day at the national capital was ob- 
served today with all the traditional 
brilliance which time and custom have 
decreed shall characterize the official 
greeting of the new year, and another 
war. added to the long line of recep- 
tions which have been held at the 
Whii3 House. 
The 
President 
and 


Mrs. Roosevelt received the people of 
the world, whatever their race or 
creed, of station high or low, who filed 
past until their numbers reached up 
Into the thousands, each of them bring- 
ing a "happy new year." 


The first day of the new year dawned 


bright and crisp; a heavy frost was 
melted away in the early morning by 
a flood of sunshine. By 9 o'clock tho 
long line of citizens who were to be 
received after the representatives of 
the sovereigns of the world and the 
various officials of the American gov- 
eminent had passed down the receiv- 
ing line, b'egan forming In front of the 
White House gates, and by 11 o'clock, 
the hour for the reception to begin, 
the column stretched along the front 
of the State, War and Navy buildings 
and gave promise of being one of the 
largest receptions in the history of the 
White House. Shortly before 11 o'clock 
the President and Mrs. Roosevelt, pre- 
ceded by the military and naval aides 
to the President and the several White 
House aides, all in special full dress, 
descended the marble stairway leading 
from the second floor. Entering the 
blue room, they took up their position 
to the right of the door leading from 
the red room. 


The first to wish them a happy new 


year were the Vice-President and Mrs. 
Fairbanks, who passed behind the. re- 
'celving line and stood to the right of 
Mrs. Roosevelt. Next came Secreta.ry 
and Mrs. Root, who, while not attend- 
ing their first New Year's reception as 
members of the President's 
officiaH 


family, held the ranking position.

Packing In Boxes. 


(From the Fullerton News.) 


After the orchard work of picking 


1 the oranges into loosely filled boxes, 
the orange grower proceeds to haul 
them to tbe packing bouses. 
The 


packing is sometimes done by con- 
tract, but it is usually the case that 
the grower sells his loose fruit to the 
packer, who attends to tho shipping 
himself, or else the consignment is 
sold on commission basis, and beyond 
delivery the grower has no further 
active interest in his fruit. 


: 
Usually there are from 100 to 120 


, boxes hauled on each wagon. As they 


i arrive they are placed on the scales, 
: which are 
placed as near the re- 


ceiving door as is convenient, and 


I weighed, loose boxes averaging from 
•10 to 45 pounds to the box. They are 


; then trucked back into the packing 
house and stacked in tiers about six 


, boxes high, and each grower's fruit is 
marked with a tag or lot number show- 
ing grower's name, date, the number 
of pounds and boxes received. 


I 
The fruit is generally allowed to re- 


! main in the packing house for two or 
| three days before it Is packful. 
When 


I it is sufficiently cured it is trucked up 


i and dumped into a hopper or feed box, 


from 
which it is carried into the 


brushers, an automatic feeder controll- 
ing the supply as the fruit rolls down 
the gentle incline by force of gravity. 
| Tho brushes are about Jour feet long 
| and are made of three cylinders placed 
side by side, faced with hair bristles 
two or three Inches in length.

wiich, who is destined to rule over Free Russia—a limited monarchy. 


Russia at last \n free. Nicholas, Emperor of Russia, has signed the death 


warrant of the Romanoffs. He gave the empire its tJvil liberty in the hope 
of bringing to an end the revolution spreading through all his provinces. He 
has proclaimed freedom of the ballot for all. 
He promised that the new 


Parliament should be supreme In its legislative capacity and that the govern- 
ment would not Interfere either with it or with the elections. 
He declared 


roliglous liberty throughout Russia, absolute freedom of the press, the right 
of meeting and the protection of the courts to the humblest person within 
hlr domain. The newspapers may say what they will, either of the Emperor 
or those who make up his council. No order of the government shall go into 
effect abridging the liberty of the people, except with the concurrence of the 
Parliament that 'is to bo created. The act of Nicholas may save his own 
life and continue his term as a sovereign, but In St. Petersburg it is recog- 
nized to be a confession by the Czar and the members of his bureaucracy 
that despotism In the empire Is at an end. Hereafter the people are to rule.

WASTE IN PUBLIC PRINT!NO. 


MUmanairemetit and !••«« of Mat- 


ter Not Needed Are Can*en. 


The waste in federal printing may 


be summed up as comprised in two 
general classes, such as occurs from 
various causes in the conduct of the 
printing plant itself; such as results 
In publishing pamphlets and volumes, 
either really not needed at all, or, if 
needed, issued too expensively or in 
two large numbers. 


Of these two classes of waste, that 


existing in the plant is purely a busi- 
ness matter, and can be remedied to 
some extent by following more closely 
t.lio best commercial methods. 
That 


occurring in connection with the char- 
acter and amount of product can prob- 
ably be met permanently only by some 
form of supervision dealing especially 
with the three questions which should 
be considered with every proposed pub- 
lication—the question of publishing at 
all, the question- of economy iu me- 
chanical presentation and the question 
of restricting the size of the edition 
so as not to exceed the number of cop- 
ies required by a wise distribution. 


Distribution, Indeed, forms a per- 


plexing problem by Itself. 
Tho com- 


mercial publisher catering to a definite 
demand avoids dead stock by roprhit- 
Ing. 
With federal publications the 


tendency Is toward only one edition 
and that a liberal one. Herein is Mie 
possibility of serious waste. 
People 


are always to be found who will iKieopt 
any kind of a book If It costs nothing. 
Therefore distribution Is limited solely 
by the number of copies Congress or 
government olliclals are willing to Is- 
sue. 


The object of most federal publica- 


tions could be attained at a small part 
of the present cost If they were sent 
free only to libraries and public insti- 
tutions, and certain Important ne\ys- 
papers which agree to review them and 
sold for a nominal sum to nil others. 
Such a policy would bo a radical de- 
parture from present procedure—espe- 
cially In tho case of Congress, for little 
by little Senators and Representative* 
have become distributing centers and 
ollu'lnl book agents for literature on 
all subjects.—Atlantic Monthly.
